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* fhe Shooting of the Little Italian 


Boy. 
Discovery of the Weapon With Which the 
Crime Was Committed This Morning 
--Latest Developments. 


At about 6 o’clock yesterday evening a lit- 
We Italian lad, 7 years of age, named Valero 
Romano, son of a couple living at No. 318 
Almond street, was shot and almost instant- 
ly killed in the yard back of that house, and 
therefrom results one of the most complicated 
cases of murder which ever taxed the inge- 
nuity of adetective. The parties who have 
been arrested in connection with the deed 
are Antonio Rita, a middle-aged Sicilian of 
bad reputation in the neighborhood, who is 
directly charged with having committed the 
crime, Franco Cocarro, who is believed to 
be an important witness for reasons 
which will be mentioned later; Tony 
Caratto, a crazy boy, who confessed the 
crime shortly after it was committed, and 
Rita’s wife and step-son, all of whom are 
now at liberty except Rita and Cocarro, who 
are locked up in the Four Courts holdover. 

THE CIRCUMSTANCES 
immediately preceding the killing are as fol- 


OWs: 

Shortly after 5 o’clock the Cicilian, Antonio, 
commonly known as Tony Rita, came to his 
home at No. 320 Almond street, at which time 
he was ina decidedly unpleasant frame of 
mind. Heisa sharp-featured, burly fellow, 
of about 50 years of age, and very unpopular 
with his neighbors, who give him a_ very bad 
reputation. He is credited with being a man 
of low impulses and ungovernable passions, 

nd with Sostee already killed two men in 

taly and another one in Pennsylvania, where 
¢ lived before coming West. He had a wife, 
an Irish woman of middle age, but there also 
Jived in the house with him an abandoned 
Italian woman, which fact scandalized the 
neighborhood somewhat and increased his 
unpopularity. For some days past, it Is 
stated, Rita had been heard to complain of 
the attentions which Cocarro had been pay- 
ing to the woman, and the bad temper which 
he displayed when he came home last night 
was attributed to his suspicions of this man. 
On arriving home he ordered his wife to go 
for a pitcher of beer, and when she retuuned 
with it he sat down upon achairin the rear 
of the premises, just west of an extension 
kitchen, which is partof No. 315, the next 
house east. His wife sat down at the foot of 
some steps leading to a balcony on the second 
story of the house. While they were enjoy- 
ing the beer the little boy Valero came 
along, and Rita accused him of having 
stolen a revolver from his house. ‘The 
mother of the lad interfered and led him into 
her house, where she searched him without 
finding the revolver upon him. She then told 
him to go to the pump which is in the yard 
at a point equidistant from the extension 
kitchens of Nos. 318 and 320 Almond, and al- 
most immediately after she heard the report 
of a pistol, She ran from the house and met 
the boy staggering on his way from the 
pump to meet her. He had turned the cor- 
ner of the kitchen before she caught him in 
her arms and asked him what was the mat- 
ter. The lad gasped, J 
“TONY RITA SHOT ME, 
and staggering forward a couple of paces, 
waseased by the mother upon a sack of 
vaper which was lying near the kitchen 
oor, Where in a few moments he expired. 
‘The neighbors at once gathered 
around the sad scene and offered to assist the 
ad, but he was beyond human aid. The 
all had torn a very large hole through the 
Jad’s clothes and entered the body at the left 
breast just below the nipple. While the

is wound in the extremity of her grief 
Antonio Rita drew near, and, hearing the 
mother’s denunciation of him, | lmmediately 
attempted to escape, but the boy's grand- 
mother accused him of the murder and en- 
deavored to prevent him. Kita then drew a 
Jarge knife, with which he would probably 
have carved the old woman had not Chris. 
Leava caught him and held him, with the as- 
pistance of some police and citizens, until the 
patrol wagon arrived with Officers Gardner 
and Morgan, who removed him to the Chest- 
nut Street Station, just in time to save him 
from the vengeance of the immense crowd 
which had gathered and was with difficulty 
srevented trom taking him from the patrol 

ox. in which he had been locked for safety 
and lynching hit. 

AT THE STATION 
ltita made a statement to the effect that. he 
was a Sicilian anda rag-picker by occupation. 
He denied having shot the boy and claimed 
that the boy had shot himself. He said that 
the boy had stolen his revolver, but the man- 
ner in which he had shot himself with it he 
could not explain. He heard the report of 
the pistol as he was sitting ona chairin 
year of the house, talking to his wife, and it 
surprised him greatly. Several police officers, 
ninong them Shipp, Newman, Dunn, Kincer 
and Freniey, visited the scene of the killing 
shortly after the occurrence and instituted 
a search forthe pistol with which the shot 
had been fired, oa for further evidence con- 
nected with the tragedy. One of the first 
statements which go to complicate the case 
was supplied by a scissors-grinder named 
Peter Cammanie, living at 824 Almond 
street, who supplied the information 
that aboy named Dominie Tony Laratto 
had made a_ statement to him in the 
afternoon that he had stolen a revolver and 
that it was then in his coat-pocket. The boy 
was found at No, 322, the house next west of 
tita’s, aud at once confessed both to the rob- 
oo and the murder. He was immediately 
taken to the Chestnut Street Station, where 
it soon became apparent that he was crazy. 
His mother, who accompanied him to the 
station, said that he was insane, and that he 
could not have committed the crime, as at 
the time of the shooting he was in the house 
of her sister, who lives nearly a block away 
from the scene of the murder. It finally be- 
came known that

tion failed to shake the child’s testimony in 
the slightest degree, and it was corroborated 
in every thing, but ft description of the 
actual shooting, b Sainic Melero, a man 
who was sitting at th eupon the second 
story porch of Rita’s house.

Cocarro was charged § at the 
Chestnut street Station with having 
had the pistol in his possession, and, after 
studying the matter over carefully, he ac- 
knowledged that sueh was the case. He said 
that he had lifted it from the ground ata 
point southeast of the kitchen of No. 318 
Almond street, in which his statement coin- 
cided with that of the Meleros, had retained 
itin his possession over night, and in the 
early morning had hidden it where it was 
found by the officers. He had no explanation 
to make of his conduct,and was at once taken 
to the Four Courts and locked up in cell No. 
4ofthe hold-over, three cells distant from 
Rita, who oecumed No. 1, 

The pistol is of the pattern known as_ the 
“Avenger,” is of “s-caliber and has three 
chambers loaded, one empty, and one con- 
taining an empty shell, whichis the one at 
resent under the hammer of the weapon. It 
has not yet been fully identified as Rita's 
pistol, but Big Pete and several of his asso- 
ciates stated this morning that they had seen 
just such a weapon in his possession. 

beputy Coroner Praedicow visited — the 
late home of the deceased boy this morning. 
The result of his investigations he thus dé 
scribed to aPost-Dise arcu reporter: ‘There 
is no doubt that the shot was fired ata very 
short distance from the deceased, whose 
Clothes = and body both bear the 
marks of powder, The hole in the 
clothes also provides conclusive evidence 
to the same effect. In cases where the shot 
has been fired at some distance from the 
object struck the hole made by the ball is 
sinalland round; where the shot has been at 
a short distance the clothes are torn and the 
wound is large and jagged. These are the 
conditions presentinthe ease of the dead 
Italian boy. The shot must have been fired 
at a distance of only a foot or so. The pistol 
must have been beld right up to the lad.” 

joth prisoners were Visited at the Four 
Courts this morning. Antonio Rita, who isa 
decidedly villainous-looking fellow, with a 
pair of sharp, cunning black eyes, that 
gieam savagely in moments of excitement, 
had not much to say about the tragedy. He 
denied very stoutly that he was guilty of the 
crime, but did not go into any explanations. 
Hesaid at first that he did not hear the report 
of the pistol: then he = said that he 
did, but that he had no idea where it came 
from. He acknowledged having possessed a 
revolver, but said that he had lost it, some 
boys having stolen it. Hedid not know that 
the dead lary had done so: all he knew was 
that boys were in the habit of going into his 
roan, and he had no doubt that one of them 
had taken the weapon. The rather delicate 
subject of his marital relations was touched 
upon, especially as beariug upon his moody 
temper when he arrived home last evening, 
and his alleged suspicions of the man Co- 
carro, but he declined to say anything on the 
subject. 
COCcARRO 
uncommunicative. He 
| having found the pistol last 
evening, but resolutely. refused to give any 
explanation as to why he secreted it all night 
and then hid it away in the morning. He is 
an italian knife-grinder of about twenty-tlive 
vears of age and a very decent-looking young 
fellow of his class, though a sear on his chin 
rather detracts from his personal appear- 
anee, 

The accused has retained John I. Martin 
as counsel, and that gentleman, who assisted 
him in the prosecution of another Italian in 
the Court of Criminal Correction a short 
time ago, was regretting this morning that 
his limited knowle lige of the Italian language 
had thus far prevented him from having a 
consultation with his client. The inquest 
has been set for next Sunday, and in the 
meantime detectives and oftieers will en- 
deavor to penetrate the mystery of the mur- 
der. The difficulties in their way 
are very preat. No one, so far as is yet 
known, saw the shooting. ‘The pistol has not 
been fully identified.

erazy boy, who confesses the crime, is known 
to have claimed to have a revolver in his pos- 
session afew hours before the shooting.

A Busy Day at the City Hall--News and 
Gossip. 


— 


To-day was the last one fixed for registra- 
tion of voters at the City Hall. The scene 
all day long was the liveliest in the history of 
the Recorder’s office. Mr. Hob- 
litzelle and deputies were 
on hand early, but the place 
was crowded before they arrived. 
The Supervisors of Registration had done 
their work very thoroughly, and as a result 
a coup e of thousand voters whose names had 
heen stricken off were howling around the 
place, apparently very anxious not to be dis- 
franchised. The States street matter, men- 
terday, caused a great deal of trouble. 
Part of State street had always been; known 
as Rosatti street, and is still called so. Some 
time ago the city authorities changed the 
name of the whole street to State, and the 
next street east, previously called Menard, 
was named Rosatti. The voters never paid 
any attention to this change, and, of course, 
did not re-register. 

In the early part ofthe presnt ) 
supervisors appointed under the Board of 
Revision went around and struck off the 
name of every man who was _ registered 
from that part of State street 
which was until lately called_ Rosatti. 
The Board of Revision and the Inspectors 
who do the work in the wards are of course 
Democrats. Singularly enough, the vote cut 
into on State street is almost altogether 
German and Republican. This causes quite 
a howl, and the Pohlman City Central 
Committee was busy all day doing all that 
could be done to get the voters back upon the 
list. The same thing has happened on 
Franklin avenue, mostly within the limits of 
the Tenth Ward. In that neighborhood the 
city has recently changed the numbers, 
the changes running through whole blocks. 
The voters have paid no attention to these 
changes, never thinking that because they 
had not moved it could make any differeuce 
in their right to cast their ballots on election 
day. The supervisors who did the work in 
the wards, however, thought differently. 
They have stricken out each man the hum- 
ber on whose house does not exactly corre- 
spond with the number in the books, and a 
large number of the voters caught in this lo- 
eality are hegroes. In fact, the colored men 
have suffered much this 
revision in all parts of _ the city. 
As a result, the neighborhood of the City 
[iall has been crowded with negroes all day, 
most of whom were registered before and 
had been stricken off. At 10 a. 
m. the crowd grew so large that the 
expedient of locking the doors was adopted. 
Nobody was let in until those already in_ the 
room had transacted their business.

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CURIOSITIES OF INSURANCE. 


Plate-Glass, Tornadoes, Boilers and Hail 
Storms Underwritten. 

Everybody knows in a general way that in- 
surance companies have been started to in- 
sure against almost any casualty or catas- 
trophe that flesh is heir to, but there are 
some curiosities of insurance which certainly 
are as odd as they are little known. Chat- 
ting with Mr. Harvey, of the State 
Insurance Department, this morning a 
reporter asked him what the department was 
doing about the marriage Insurance socie- 
ties. 
“We have no evidence that these organiza- 
tions are doing business here, he said, ‘but 
as svon as we have we will certainly prose- 
cute them. I understand that there are T10 
of these societies in Tennessee. Isaw alist 
of the names the other day. 

“Then you have begun no prosecutions 
yet?” ; 
“No, we have no prosecutions at ail on 
hand against any company. The judgment 
against the Farmers’ and Mechanics’ Compa- 
ny closed our litigation.” 

“That wedding insurance business must 


| be about the queerest snap you have struck?” 


“Oh, no,”’ said he, fishing a paper out of a 
bundle before him; “‘here is a company that 
calls itself the ‘Children’s Educational En- 
dowment Association,’ of ‘TopeKa. The 
scheme is rathera difficult one to explain; 
but you pay them $6 20, and if the child 
which you insure lives to be twelve years old 
they pay you an educational endowment fund 
of twenty-five cents a day for every day _be- 
tween the time you insure the child 
and its twelfth birthday. You know 
we have several guarantee companies which 
insure against loss by theft and_ embezzle- 
ment. They are all perfectly straight, how- 
ever.” 

‘‘Have the statistics of thieving ever been 
figured out?’ 

“No. They guess at the premium, and; as it 
won't do to make any mistakes, you may be 
reasonably sure that they have guessed high 
enough to protect themselves from loss. ‘They 
are in the same dilemma that the Accident 
Insurance companies were in when they 
started business. Itis a generally acknowl- 
“iged fact that the premiums on accident 
policies might be reduced one-half and_ still 
leave the companies a handsome margin of 
protit.” 

“But that closes the list, does it not?” _ 

“Oh, no. There are several plate glass in- 
surance companies doing a handsome busi- 
ness,and you can insure against loss by 
boiler explosion: There are special live stock 
insurance companies, which make good loss- 
es of cattle by either death or theft; there is 
a very strong company of this sort in Denver 
now. Some vears ago there used 
to be a great many companies which 
assured against tornados or storms, especially 
hail-storms. They seem to have gone out of 
fashion lately, but there is one very strong 
French company which insures against loss 
by hail vet, and it has agencies ‘in this coun- 
try. ‘Tornado policies are written by a great 
many companies here yet, but I do not recall 
any one that devotes itself solely to that risk. 
One of the queerest features of insurance was 
what were called the ‘wager policies.’ It 
used to be permitted to Insure anybody’s life 
for anybody benefit, no matter 
whether interested or not. As a consequence 
there were several millions of policies on the 
Prince of Wales’ life, andon Napoleon the 
sums wagered were simply enormous. The 
courts have broken allthat up now, how- 
ever.

Manufacture of Citizens—New Suits— 
Memorial Adjournment. 

This was the last day for registration 
prior to the election, causing a rush of appli- 
cants for naturalization in the Circuit Court. 
Judge Thayer made citizens of 11 Germans. 
2 Danes, 1 Swiss, 1 Englishman, 2 Poles and 5 
Irishmen. Judge Adams had sixteen appli- 
ecants before him, distributed among the 
nationalities above, 

A quit-claim deed was filed this morning 
in the Recorder’s office in accordance with 
the compromise and settlement of the con- 
troversy between Dr. James H. North and 
his father-in-law, James K. Robbins, rela- 
tive to the will of Mr. North, deceased. ‘The 
Doctor releases all claim on his deceased 
wife's estate in favor of his father-in-law. 

Ernst Hebeler petitions the Circuit Court 
for a decree of divorce from Mary Hebeler. 
They were married in London in 1863. The 
husband charged that his wife seolded him, 
refused to attend to domestic duties and 
finally absented herself. 

On motion of A. J. P, Garesche, Sr., in 
Circuit Court No. 1 this-morning, ealling at- 
tention to the death of Judge Alex Hamilton, 
Judge Adams ordered adjournment in re- 
spect to his memory. Judge Thayer has ad- 
journed his court until Monday likewise. 
The other courts had already adjourned for 
the week,

probate to-day. ‘The property is left to the 
four children. The son Chas. H. Matthay 
is appointed executor. 

Prior to adjournment in Judge Thayer's 
court to-day, in respect to the memory of 
Judge Hamilton, counsel addressed the jury 
in the Keim damage suit against the Union 
Railway and Transit Company, and the case 
was submitted. 

$10,000 damage suit for maili- 
cious prosecution has been filed by Em- 
ma Dugdale against Chas. Wesley Handley. 
The plaintiff alleges that she was arrested 
and brought before the Court of Criminal! 
Correction on a charge preferred by the de- 
fendant to the effect that she had removed a 
piano upon which there was a chattel mort- 
gage. It appears that S60 
was owing on the instrument 
and the Plaintiff removed from one streef 
to another, ‘The defendant followed her up 
with a writ of replevin and obtained pay- 
ment of the sum due. He then caused a 
criminal proceeding to be instituted, which 
resulted in acquittal.

Mr. F. M. Bates, superintendent of the St. 
Louis division of the Chicago and Alton, 
came in from Roodhouse, lil, where he has 
his headquarters. 

Mr. John Howard,general traveling passen- 
ger agent ofthe ¢., C., C. & L, has gone 
South on a genera! trip through his territory 
in the interest of the Bee Line. 

Capt. W. W. Peabody, general superin- 
tendent; C. N. Stanton, division superin- 
tendent, and Geo, A. Atwood, purchasing 
avent of the Ohio and Mississippi, went to 
Beardstown in a special car last evening. 

The feature of the general railway business 
of the country just now is, that while the 
daily passenger business shows an increase 
over that of last year, freight traffic shows a 
slight decrease on the majority of roads. 
West-bound traftic on trunk lines is. never- 
theless very large. 

It is estimated that in Idaho over 8,000 men 
are engaged in railway construction, cutting 
ties, grading, blasting, tunneling, timbering, 
lumbering and track laying.

CASOLINE’S GRASP. 


An Old Woman Fatally Burned 
This Morning. 


Enveloped in Flames While Lighting the 
Stoves--She Must Die. 


The families living on the premises No. 
1214 North Twelfth street were startled 
about 7:30 o’clock this morning by a piercing 
shriek. A moment later Mrs. Eliza 
Blake, an old woman eccupying 
a portion of the half-basement 
at the above number rushed frantically out 
to a gangway leading into the yard, on which 
several of the houses back. The old lady 

WAS ENVELOPED IN FLAMES, 
which a stiff breeze blowing through the 
hallway fanned until they veiled 
the lower part of the body from 
view. The excited people rushed to 
the assistance of the unfortunate woman. 
Paking in the horrible situation ata glance 
the lady living on the first floor procured a 
bucket of water, and, standing on the porch, 
dashed it down over the woman in the little 
court. A young man, attracted by the 
cries, seized a quilt and wrapped 
it about Mrs. Blake, whose agonizing 
cries attracted a large crowd of pedestrians, 
who were journeying down town, and neigh- 
bors from the inmediate locality. 
THE OLD WOMAN 
Was carried into an upper story, where the 
lady kindly put her in bed and summoned 
assistance. In the meantime tlames were 
discovered issuing from the rear basement 
room. A messenger was dispatched to 
the quarters of Engine Company No. 13, 
on the west side of Eleventh, between Wash 
and Carr streets. The company responded 
promptly to the stillalarm and soon extin- 
guished the fire inthe room. Dr. Dunigan 
was sent forand made a hurried examina- 
tion of the extent of Mrs. Blake’s injuries. 
The right limb was badly burned from 
the ankle to the body, and at 
the knee- the flesh fell off in crisped 
chunks. Theinside half of the right arm 
was so severely burned that the skin peeled 
off when touched. Burns about the breast 
and abdomen were the most serious sus- 
tained. Applications to relieve the old 
lady’s sufferings were made by Dr. Duni- 
gan, who pronounced the burns of a 
very serious character, and ventured 
the opinion that in view of the woman’s ad- 
vanced age they would prove fatal. When 
her sufferings were partially alleviated, Mrs. 
LBiake explained how the horribie accident 
occurred. She was preparing for breakfast 
after arising and

when she set fire to her clothing. For safety 
she first filled an ironware coffee eup with 
gasoline and from this filled the reservoir of 
the stove. While pouring the oil into the 
enps she did not notice that the fluid dropped 
through acrack in the bottom, falling on 
her dress. Whenshe lit a match to apply 
to the burner the vapor ascending from the 
oil she had spilled carried the flame to her 
dress, which suddenly ignited. When she 
turned to make her escape from the small 
room she communicated ~the fire to 
the bedding that covered the couch 
from whic she had arisen 
only a few minutes before. On recommenda- 
tion of the physician, an ambulance was 
telegraphed for and Mrs. Blake was sent to 
the City Hospital. She has no relatigns, and 
washed for a living.

Those _ ac- 
quainted with chemistry know that the com- 
position of chloroform (carbon, hydrogen and 
chlorine) gives nothing to sustain life, while 
ether has no chlorine, but a large percentage 
of oxygen. You can see, then, how, if atmos- 
pheric air is entirely shut off, chioroform irri- 
tate the respiratory passages,with the result 
ofaspasm of their walls, a reflex spasm of 
the muscles supplied by the pneumogastric 
nerve, absorption into the blood and death. 
This action of chloroform is taken advantage 
of toaliav asthmatic spasm, which it does 
effectually.” 

“Have you used chloroform much?” 

“Yes, and both here and in Europe have 
had experience with it. In my early use of 
it, Thad been taught to mix the vapors, but 
chemistry soon set me right and I mixed my 
chloroform with plenty of nature’s diluent, 
fresh air, which is the best combination.” 

“What is the objection to a mixture of 
ether and chloroform?” 

“it is entirely unnecessary, for One agent 
neutralizes the other: mixed with, air chloro- 
form becomes oxidized. Ether is an 
intoxicant and is merely a modification 
of common alcohol This being known to 
Lrish chemists,

in Southern lreland after Father Mathew 
banished alcoho! from his country. Alcohol, 
possessing this anwsthetic effect, accounts 
for the faci that drunken men so often es- 
cape death from injuries, the mere ‘shock’ of 
which would killa sober man. Please do 
not use this as an argument against prohibi- 
tion, however.” 

“But is not ether safer than choloform ?” 

‘Owing wo the characteristics I] have 
named, itis safer inthe hands of negligent 
ersons, but itis a disagreeable thing to use, 
ecanuse of the ‘big drunk’ if induces before 
insensilmlity is produced. Prof. 
Louis Bauer uses chloroform exclusively. 
l have many tunes given it to patients under 
his direction. He gives plenty of time for 
administration, thus insuring free admix- 
ture of atmospheric air. Lhave heard him say 
that he never losta case, and I think his ex- 
perience with chloroform bs quite as extensive 
as that of any physician in the eity.”’ 

“Is there anything .safer than 
chloroform” 

“Lam now using bi-chloride of methylene, 
which contains one equivalent less of chlorine 
than chloroform and differs in the amount of 
carbon and hydrogen. It is a little like 
ether when combined with a suitable quantity 
of air, and the patient has a short stage of 
excitement. Of this anesthetic Mr. Spencer 
Wells, the great English ovariotomist, says: 
‘In my opinton all the advantages of com- 

te armesthesia with fewer drawbacks can 
ined better bv the use of bi-chloride 
of methylene than by anv other known an- 
esthetic. lts use has never been followed by 
any dangerous symptoms that could be fair- 
ly attributed to it.’ This was said after Mr. 
Wells had operated on over one thousand 
CASUS.

committee. Said one of these gentlemen to- 
day toareporter: “Yes, I voted for the re- 
peal of the old rules,and I should do so again, 
and yet [must admitthat there was a good 
deal of justice in the argument on the other 
side. There is nodoubt that combinations 
could be made under those proposed rules 
which might foree wheat up to two dollars, 
or more, for that matter, to five dollars a 
bushel, if they canght the boys short.’’ 

‘““And was there no remedy?” 

“None, unless the sovereign 
one of not going short. No 
man has to sell merchandise which he does 
not own, if he does not want todoso. Any 
combination is utterly powerless as long as 
the people against whom they have combin- 
ed hold the actual property. You see, if you 
go “‘short” on wheat—that is, sell me wheat 
that you have not got—if I have the power I 
can run the price up. You sold it, 6ay, 
for a dollar, and will have 
to. buy it for a dollar and_ ten 
to give it to me. In that way you can be cor- 
nered. But if you sell me wheat, end have 
the actual grain ready to deliver when it is 
due, you can’t be affected by any fluctuation 
in the price.” , 

“What do you propose to do?” 

“Several of us have been talking the mat- 
ter over, and it is highly probable that a new 
set of rules will be framed and_ sub- 
mitted. The evil of the present rule can 
be plainly stated this way. man goes 
short on grain and sells at what he knows is 
a fictitious price. When the day of settle- 
ment comes he takes in a profitif the market 
has run his way;ifthe other, he lays down 
and takes advantage .of the baby act. In 
either way the short wins and 
the long loses. It is ail one 
way, like the handle of a jug. 
We have got to do something to meet this 
and protect the longs, in common justice. 
Now, those new rules offered the other day 
were based upon the cotton rules. In a cot- 
ton trade you can be forced to take any grade 
of cotton which the seller offers you at 
respective difference in price. This 
feature was left out in the rules 
submitted to the Exchange yesterday, 
but I think that if it were included the shorts 
and longs would get all the protection they 
need. You see while No. 2is the speculative 
grade of wheat, ifa short was cornered he 
could tender another grade.. To conrer whea 
in that case the whole grain market would 
have to be manipulated, a tremendous 
job for any one to undertake. 
Several of us are thinking of forming a new 
set of rules with this special provision, and 
submitting them.” )

“Aimerica: and the women of this repub- 
lic have the finest, most erect figures in the 
world.

Sewing the 
corset together is termed “‘joining,” and the 
busks are also putin at this machine. The 
garment is then carried to a table where a 
young woman isemployedin “boning” the 
goods. ‘The one next her trims the edges 
carefully, and the corset is taken back to the 
machine table, where an appliance runs the 
tape on evenly without necessitating basting. 
It is finally laid on the ironing table. A 
sponge, dipped in equal quantities of white 
beeswax and starch, Is ruthed over the out- 
sid: of each hali until it is thoroughly damp- 


ed. Thisis left to soak over night, and the 


following norning it is pressed by an iron 
until a satisfactory gloss has been obtained. 
Little girls are employed to put in the lac- 
ings and dispose ot the goods in separate 
boxes. The sizes made range from No. 16 
to 34 but the § aversg is from 
18 to 50, the greater number being 21 and 22. 
In buying corsets at a store the purchaser is 
measured at the waistonly, and a corset at 
least three inches less than the number of 
inches she measures is given her. Thusif a 
woman measures twenty-four Inches. she re- 
quires a No. 2i corset. If made to order the 
bust measure is taken Instead, and the waist 
is made. ten inches less. In this way figures 
are coaxed into better shape by assuming the 
classic proportion, providing of course that 
the bust measure corresponds with the an- 
tique model.
